THE UNIFIED COMMAND 

Each day that parses in the 
great battle in France serves to 
aiake it more phun that a serious 
miatake was made several aaoDthii 
ago by the allies in rejecting the 
French proposal fur a nnified 
command. 

Prime llioister Lloyd George 
>f Great Britain has himself told 
us with considerable clearness 
what has ^one before in this mat- 
ter The harm that was done 
seems to be mlmost entirely st. 
ttibutable to the profeosiona! 
Noldiei of Great Britain. The 
allies knew then just as clearly 
ts they k««ow now that this 
^reat German blow was to fall. 
The French urged that General 
'ocli be made generalissimo: 
be Amencans inclined to Ihe 
>auie view; the British generals. 
:^acktd by General Sir William 
tiobertson. the chiet of staff : t 
home, iosi%ted that the British 
amy most remala a sqpwatP 
unit. 

Ai a compromise was 

rigged up. All the held com- 
ooanders were made sobordioate 
to a 8npreme W«r Coaodl. iriiich 

was to meet at Versailles, of 
which General Foch w&s to be 
the presiding officer aud upon ; f 
which nanee. Great Brittainj 
were to have equal representa- 
tion. This was the best that wasi 
obtainable at that time. but.| 
when the German blow fell, the; 
insistence of Prcsideiit WilsoD ae- 
cured the unified command With 
General Foch in charge. 

What should have been done 
isst January wae. therefore^ not 
done until the last of March in 
the middle of a great battle. It
